Germany 


Steps Up 
Trade With India 


Calcutta, May 5. 


India was Germany’s best overseas customer 
in 1953, according to a survey just published by 
the West German Government. The German ex- 
port drive in Asia, which has resulted in a 250 per 
cent increase in sales in the Far East between 
1950 and 1953, is very much in evidence in India. 

By quoting fully competitive prices and more 


attractive delivery 


ates, and by combining first- 


uality material with after-sales technical service, 
the Germans are taking a gradually larger share 


of the capital-equipment 


usiness available in 


India during the Five Year Plan. 
Some of this business has been lost by British ox- 
porters. While it would be alarmist to suppose that 


tho 


Germans could drive Britain 


out of Indian 


markets, there is no doubt thag British exporters will 
lose more Indian business unless they can match Ger- 
man prices — and German initiative, 


As can be scen from the sum- 
mary below of big orders lately 

laced in Germany by the 
Tndlana, much of this business 
is of a continuing nature. 

German co-operation In the 
building of a stec] works and a 
gas grid, for example, will 
ensure a steady flow of new 
capital business from India. 

nm recent months German 
dellvery dates have been becum- 
ing rather longer, as order books 
fll up, while British delivery 
dates have shortened, There are 
many fewer complaints now 
about remote Britlsh delivery 
dates jn India. 

But the Germons still have a 
big price differential In their 
favour on heavy electrical and 
railway equipment, and.on many 
other ilnes of capital goods, 

Although German prices ore 
sometimes so low that British 
businessmen doubt whether they 
are economic, there has been no 
complaint about German quality. 
Unlike some of the capita) 
equipment — supplied — by tho 
Japanese, German material is 
always well up to specifications. 


MARKED SUPERIORITY 


Their most marked superiority, 
however, is in the service sup- 
plicd to customers after salcs 
While an Indfan industrlaliat 
who has Bought machinery 
elsewhere in Europe is still 
corresponding with his sup:

It was an entirely new charge 
and whatever evidence had been 
called before on the first count 
should be disregarded, he sub- 
mitted. 

His Lordship agreed with 
Crown Counrel, and quashed 
the conviction against appellant 
on the second count, 


Dismissing the appeal on tho 


frst count, the Judge told ap- 
pellant that he had been con- 
victed on clear evidence,
